Hearst 'Seriously' |Flu Closes Area Schools 
Considers Ransom I 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — The father of 


Patricia Hearst says he is taking "most se- 
riously" the demands of her abductors for $70 
of free food for each of California's poor and 
elderly. He says he will do his best to cooperate. 


The kidnapers demanded by letter that 


Randolph A. Hearst make the distribution of 
free food before they will even negotiate for the 
release of his 19-year-old daughter. The food 
would cost an estimated $175 million. 


"I want to get out of here," the 19-year-old 


hostage said in an 11-minute recording that ac- 
companied the Symbionese Liberation Army 
demands received by mail Tuesday. 


"I just hope you will do as they say, Dad, and 


do it quickly," she said in a recording ad- 
dressed to her mother and father. Hearst is 
president and editor of the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer and board chairman of the Hearst 
Corp. 


Miss Hearst, kidnaped on Feb. 4, said she had 


a "few scrapes and stuff" and a cold, but was 
comfortable and getting medicine. 


"I am not being starved or beaten or un- 


necessarily frightened," she said in a small, 
tired voice. 


The SLA demanded in a long message that 


Hearst provide $70 worth of meat and produce 
for the state's poor, disabled, elderly and 
formerly imprisoned. 


The food would be an "action of good faith," 


from Hearst, said another voice on the tape, 
which described Hearst as "the 
corporate 


chairman of a fascist-leaning empire of the 
ultra-right Hearst Corp." 


The state estimates 2.5 million persons are 


receiving welfare benefits in California. 


Hearst said, "We are, of course, taking the 


demands most seriously. We are doing all 
within our power to cooperate." 


Regional FBI agent-in-charge Charles Bates 


said, "This is something Mr. Hearst is going to 
have to answer.... We are going to do nothing to 
hassle these people (the SLA). We don't intend 
to arrest anybody until we feel Miss Hearst is 
safe." 


The tape and latest "communique" from the 


kidnapers was received by Berkeley radio sta- 
tion KPFA. 


Miss Hearst was dragged screaming from 


her apartment near the University of Califor- 
nia campus where she is a student by two black 
men who were accompanied by a young white 
woman. 


A statement by Miss Hearst in the tape hinted 


that the SLA's ultimate demand in exchange 
for her release will be the freedom of two SLA 
members now in prison. 


Being held at San Quentin, they are charged 


with last November's 
ambush-slaying of 


Marcus Foster, Oakland's black 
superin- 


tendent of schools. 


Miss Hearst said the two men charged are 


white, and the men seen leaving the Foster 
killing were black. She said the kidnapers felt 
the former two were being held only because 
they were SLA members. 


County Grass Fire 


Almost Takes Homes 


A grass fire Monday near Slaterville on 


FM 744 in the western portion of Navarro 
County, which threatened several homes, 
was extinguished before any real property 
burned, according to Deputy Sheriff Bryan 
Dunagan. 


Deputy Dunagan said no one was injured 


in the blaze that destroyed approximately 20 
acres of pasture land and small trees. He 
said the fire could have caused a great deal 
of additional damage if firefighting units 
from several communities had not united 
their efforts to prevent it from spreading. 


Firefighters from Hubbard, Malone, 


Frost, Blooming Grove and Dawson 
responded to the fire, according to Dunagan. 
He said firemen from Hillsboro in Hill 
County also helped control the fire, plus a 
number of volunteers with tow sacks. He 
said as many as 50 persons were involved in 
fighting the blaze. 


Dunagan said cause of the fire is still 


unknown. 


A flu epidemic has closed 


schools in Fairfield, Wortham 
and Mart. 


Fairfield school Supt. John 


Cameron said the schools were 
closed yesterday because of a 27 
per 
cent 
absenteeism 
on 


Monday. "Twenty per cent is 
considered epidemic propor- 
tions, and we had 346 absent 
Monday out of an enrollment of 
1,241," Cameron said. He said 
the schools will open tomorrow, 
but will close down if the per- 
centage of absences has not 
improved. 


AN ABSENTEEISM of 31 per 


cent Tuesday closed the schools 
in Wortham, according to Supt. 


Wayne Poe. "Total enrollment 
for the schools is 318, and 101 
were out because of the flu." 
Poe added the schools will be 
closed for the remainder of the 
week.

senteeism Wednesday of 170 out 
of the 700 enrolled. He said the 
schools were opened Monday, 
but will be closed the remainder 
of this week because of the 200 
absences recorded Monday.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon asked Congress to- 
day to set up a revenue-sharing 
program that would provide 
$19.3 
billion for public trans- 


portation and better highways 
over the next six years. 


Nixon also asked the Con- 


gress to approve his plan to re- 
vitalize the nation's rail system 
through a $2-billion loan guar- 
antee and 
through relaxed 


regulatory restraints. 


"The energy crisis has under- 


scored an important lesson: 
Our system of national trans- 
portation is not working at 
maximum efficiency," Nixon 
said in a message to Congress 
on transportation. 


"As our society grows and 


our economy continues to ex- 
pand, we must insure that the 
efficiency of this system keeps 
stride with the changing de- 
mands placed on it," Nixon 
said. 


He said the nation should 


center its efforts on achieving a 
flexible and balanced trans- 
portation system. 


The 
President's 
proposal 


would make $2.5 billion avail- 
able for use by cities and towns 
for their transportation pro- 
grams in fiscal year 1975, 


which begins July 1. 


Of that total, $1.1 billion 


would come from the Highway 
Trust Fund and could be used 
either for highways in urban 
areas or for mass transit. 


Another $700 million would be 


allocated directly for transit 
use, 
including operating sub- 


sidies for current transit sys- 
tems. 


The final $700 million would 


be used to continue current 
capital grants program admin- 
istered by the urban mass 


transportation administration. 


In addition, the legislation 


proposed by Nixon would phase 
out by 1978 the current dis- 
tinction between highway funds 
and mass transit funds. It 
would set up a new mechanism 
for funding all transportation 
programs out of general reve- 
nue funds. 


Highways currently are fun- 


ded through a trust fund which 
is composed of gasoline and 
highway use taxes.

Arab Oil Embargo 
Meeting Postponed 


TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — The 


meeting Thursday of Arab oil 
ministers to discuss the oil em- 
bargo on the United States has 
been postponed indefinitely, 
government 
spokesmen 
an- 


nounced today. 


A brief communique broad- 


cast by Tripoli radio said the 
postponement was "at the re- 
quest of Saudi Arabia and Ku- 
wait. 


Foreign 
diplomats 
here 


speculated the postponement 
was prompted by a four-nation 
Arab summit in Algiers. The 
leaders of Egypt, Syria, Saudi 
Arabia and Algeria were gath- 
ering there to discuss what the 
Algerian radio called "new and 
important developments" since 
the Arab-Israeli war. 


There was widespread specu- 


lation here that any decision on 
the oil embargo against the 
United States would be made in 
Algiers.

meeting caught Kuwaiti Oil 
Minister Abdul Rahman Atiki 
in Beirut preparing to board a 
plane for Tripoli, a Kuwaiti 
spokesman in Beirut reported. 
Atiki immediately put off the 
trip. 
Gas Rationing 
For Texas Seen 


HOUSTON (AP) — Monty 


Thorne, 
regional 
marketing 


manager for Shell Oil Co., says 
Texas likely will be under some 
kind of gasoline rationing with- 
in a month. 


He told the Houston Board of 


Realtors Tuesday that Texas is 
likely to adopt a system known 
as the Oregon Plan, which per- 
mits motorists to get gasoline 
on alternate days based on odd 
and even license plates. 


Thorne said rationing may be 


the only way to keep long lines 
from forming at service sta- 
tions. "The even-odd system is 
just a way to get rid of the 
lines," he said. "It probably 
won't be needed here quite as 
soon as other states." 


Thorne said the retail price 


of gasoline could go as high as 
75 cents per gallon here. 


He also said Shell favors fed- 


eral control on the price of 
crude oil. 


"The oil companies can't de- 


cide how gasoline, heating oil 
and other fuel should be dis- 
tributed," Thorne said. 


Egyptian President Anwar 


Sadat has in recent week re- 
portedly been urging a lifting of 
the embargo, because of the 
agreement between Egypt and 
Israel on troop disengagement 
along the Suez Canal. 


At the same time, however, 


Syrian President Hafez Assad 
has reportedly been pressuring 
King Faisal of Saudi Arabia to 
continue the boycott until an Is- 
raeli-Syrian 
disengagement 


pact is signed. 


President Nixon in his State 


of the Union speech placed 
great hope on an "urgent meet- 
ing" to be called "in the near 
future" by the Arabs to discuss 
the oil embargo. It was pre-' 
sumed he meant Thursday's 
conference in Tripoli. 


The postponement occurred 


as four Arab leaders gathered 
today in Algiers to discuss oil 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


13-nation energy conference re- 
sumed today after a 90-minute 
caucus of the Common Market 
foreign ministers. 


There was no 
immediate 


word whether France had been 
persuaded not to break ranks 
and join the eight other Com- 
mon Market countries in re- 
sponding to the U.S. call to deal 
together with the world oil 
problem. 


Serious differences between 


France and all other participat- 
ing nations remained Tuesday 
evening when the conference 
was supposed to end. 


Secretary of State Henry A. 


Kissinger tried, but failed, to 
sway his 
French 
opposite, 


Michel Jobert, to give up his 
opposition to a minor but essen- 
tial point: the creation of a fol- 
low-up mechanism to prepare a 
second conference where pro- 
ducers and consumers would sit 
together. 


"The question is whether 


there will be some ongoing ac- 
tion after this conference ends 
or will it be something that 
folded up its tent," one Ameri- 
can diplomat said. 


American and Common Mar- 


ket experts worked Tuesday 
night to coordinate their sepa- 
rate drafts of a communique. 


There was no immediate in- 
dication that Jobert would ac- 
cept whatever compromise so- 
lution the experts produced. 


Yet diplomatic observers and 


American officials maintained 
that the conference must end 
by midday today and that there 
will be a communique, whether 
France will accept it or not. 


Monday, the first day of the 


conference, exposed the wide 
gap between France and the 
United States, the latter sup- 
ported by a surprising number 
of France's partners in the 
Common Market. 


The issue boiled down to the 


fundamental 
question, 
will 


there be transatlantic coopera- 
tion in the future or will the 
United States and Western Eu- 
rope go their separate ways? 


During the first six hours of 


Tuesday's activity, American 
officials remained on the side- 
lines while the Common Market 
countries caucused.

"This," said Rep. Neil Cald- 
well, "is the moment you've all 
been waiting for." 


It was Tuesday's showdown 


in Caldwell's Finance Com- 
mittee over what to do about 
the controversial highway fund, 
part of the Texas Constitution 
since 1946. 


The committee voted, 13-8, to 


keep the fund, just as it is, in 
the constitution. Approximately 
$700 million is poured into the 
fund each year, primarily from 
Texas' 5-cent a gallon gasoline 
tax, the lowest in the nation. 


Three-fourths of the 
fund 


goes for building, maintaining 
and policing Texas highways 
and one-fourth is allocated for 
public schools. 


Several highway lobbyists sat 


in on the committee's three- 
hour session at Texas' Con- 
stitutional Convention. 


The committee has heard nu- 


merous witnesses testify in fa- 
vor of retaining the fund in the 
constitution so highway build- 
ers can plan ahead. Others said 
the money could be bette- 
spent—on public education, for 
example. 


A proposal, however, to wipe 


out the fund got only four 
votes. 


Rep. Terry Doyle, D-Port Ar- 


thur, had warned that eliminat- 
ing the fund—or changing the 
mannerin which it is allo- 
cated—"would 
lose perhaps 


tens of thousands of votes for 
the (new) constitution." 


Sen. Chet Brooks' plea to at 


least mention mass 
transit 


funds in the constitution were 
defeated on a 11-11 tie vote. 


His proposal would 
have 


allowed the legislature to dedi- 
cate receipts from other taxes 
for mass transportation. 


"If we don't address our- 


selves to mass transit in this 
constitution," said the Pasa- 
dena Dgmocrat.

Texas Surgeon Enjoys Needlepointing 


WICHITA FALLS (AP) - 


Dr. J. I^wis Smith can swiftly 
stitch a suture or a half cross- 
it just depends upon whether he 
is in the operating room or in 
his favorite easy chair at home. 


Professionally speaking, Dr. 


Smith is a thoracic surgeon 
who holds the rank of colonel 
and the title of chief of hospital 
services at the Air Force Re- 
gional Hospital at Sheppard Air 
Force Base, Wichita Falls. 


But he is also a needlepoint 


bug, a factor which thrusts him 
into a whole new world for a 
man. However, he is one of a 
growing number of men who 
are finding that needlepoint is 
relaxing, fun and creative and 
may not be for women alone. 


The personable and witty Dr. 


Smith sees nothing so unusual 
about that but you won't find 
any of his projects hanging on 
the wall in his hospital office. 


Logically speaking, a surgeon 


would be adept at needlepoint, 
so when Dr. Smith's wife had 
difficulty doing some stitches in 
her needlepoint class, he took 
over. This started him on his 
hobby. 


It also was a saving outlet 


during the nine months he 
served as hospital commander 
in Vietnam. 


Dr. Smith's biggest project is 


finishing needlepoint patches 
representing his major com- 
mands. Upon completion he 
will have 12 colorful emblems 
that will be blocked into a 3 by 
4-foot wallhanging. 


Dr. Smith seriously began 


needlepoint while on leave be- 
fore going to Vietnam in 1971. 


"I passed away many long 


hours doing my needlepoint 
while waiting for the phone to 
ring," he said in an interview 
with Sue Babb of the Wichita 
Falls Times. 


His wife, Aline, shipped him 


the needlepoint patches 
in 


which she had stitched in the 
command emblems. He then 
completed 
the 
background 


stitches. 


Now, needlepoint is a contin- 


uing hobby for him and as nat- 
ural as using his surgical tools. 
He admits, however, that he 
doesn't do much "needlepoint 
talk" during office hours. 


The one thing that frustrates 


Dr. Smith about needlepoint is 
having to rip out. 


"I just don't like it at all," he 


said.

shortages

spread as farmers rush to or- 
der supplies for 1974 produc- 
tion, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment says. 


"Several companies have told 


us that they are going to deliv- 
er more fertilizer to the domes- 
tic market than they delivered 
last year," USDA said Tuesday 


in a weekly report. "Even so, 
they say that this is not enough 
to supply farmers with the 
quantities they want."

McGovern, D-S.D., said a sub- 
committee he heads will hold 
hearings Feb. 19 on the fertili- 
zer situation and its effect on 
the U.S. food supply.

A third lady modestly 
suggests that "everyone should 
go to the bathroom in the dark

And then there is the 
chap who insists he can use the 
laser beam principle to create 
limitless steam. 


YET whatever the worth of 


the individual suggestions, most 
of them, even the good ones, 
seem destined for oblivion. Mrs. 
Olson says the FEO does what it 
can with the offerings: "We try 
to send them out to the ap- 


prorpiate agencies; if it's a 
carburetor idea, for example, 
we send it to the Department of 
Transportation."

Its 
spokesman, Issac Fleichman, is 
a firm believer in the wonderful 


inventiveness of the common 
man — "21 per cent of the 1,500 
patents granted daily are to 
individuals" -- yet he admits 
the patent road is on an uphill 
climb: 


"We don't give patents for 


ideas. We have to have a 
carefully 
detailed 
and 


thoroughly 
researched 
pack- 


age. 
Also, 
we 
aren't 
a 


marketing organization. All we 
do is advise a man if he has a 
unique concept -- it's up to him 
to find somebody to buy it."

A recent change in the 
law allows Social Security 
beneficiaries 
to 
be 


automaticlaly 
enrolled 
for 


medical insurance when they 
become eligible for hospital 
insurance. 


A positive action of enrolling 


that 
was 
required 
under 


previous 
law 
has 
been 


eliminated. As a result, any 
social security beneficiary who 
becomes entitled to hospital 
insurance after June of 1973 is 
deemed to have enrolled for 
medical insurance as well. This 
change will prevent coverage 
losses which have occurred in 
the past because people who 
wanted 
medical 
insurance 


failed to enroll at their first 
opportunity due 
to misun- 


derstanding or other reasons. 


This means that the only 


beneficiary who needs to take 
any action is one who does not 
want coverage. 


UNDER the new law, people 


on the Social Security rolls who 
are within three months of age 
65 or who are approaching their 
25th month of entitlement to 
disability benefits are mailed a 
health insurance card which 
shows entitlement 
to 
both 


hospital and medical insurance. 
The 
card 
instructs 
the 


beneficiary that he has been 


enrolled 
in 
both parts of 


Medicare and that if he wants 
coverage in both parts, he is to 
do nothing. The beneficiary who 
does not want the medical in- 
surance is instructed to com- 
plete the refusal block on the 
card and return it. If the card is 
returned, his record is noted 
that medical insurance was 
refused and he is mailed a 
Medicare card for hospital in- 
surance only. 


Some 
Social 
Security 


beneficiaries who want medical 
insurance are returning the 
Medicare card with a notation 
that they want both parts. This 
is not required and may even 
result 
in 
the beneficiary's 


medical 
insurance 
being 


stopped as only persons who do 
not want medical insurance are 
instructed to return the card. 
Helmer emphasized that one 
does not reply if you want both 
parts of Medicare — simply cut 
out the Medicare card and keep 
it for your use when you need 
hospital or physician services.

ADDED 
that 
the 


automatic enrollment applies 
only to people who are already 
on the rolls as Social Security 
beneficiaries. Non-beneficiaries 
who want medical insurance 
must file a request during an 
enrollment period open to them.

Nixon Subpoena Goes to Prosecutor 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


subpoena commanding Presi- 
dent Nixon to testify at the Cal- 
ifornia burglary trial of a for- 
mer top White House aide has 
gone to the special Watergate 
prosecutor for further action. 


After being delayed in the 


mail, 
the 
subpoena

reached the District of Colum- 
bia Superior Court clerk Tues- 
day and he immediately sent it 
to acting U.S. Atty. Earl J. Sil- 
bert for action. 


Silbert promptly bucked it to 


the special prosecutor's office. 


A 
spokesman 
for special 


prosecutor Leon Jaworski in- 
dicated the matter would be re- 
ferred routinely to the D.C. Su- 


perior Court for a decision on 
whether the President's testi- 
mony is essential and, if so, 
whether he can be required to 
obey the summons. 


A White House spokesman 


has said the President "would 
respectfully decline to appear 
... on constitutional grounds." 


The possibility remained open 


that Nixon would consider writ- 
ten responses to questions. 


Out-of-state requests for wit- 


nesses are routinely decided by 
the Superior Court, which is the 
equivalent of a state court. 


The subpoena, requested by 


former presidential aide John 
D. Ehrlichman, was 
issued 


Feb. 1 by California Superior 


Court Judge Gordon Ringer. It 
was the first time a state court 
judge had ordered a President 
to testify in person at a trial.

The repercussions could be of a

ation with the Western demo- 
cracies are worth the silence of 
one writer.

Valentine's Day May Be Last Birthday for Six-Year-Old Girl 


WEST MEMPHIS, Ark. (AP) 


— Joy Ann Murphy will cele- 
brate her sixth birthday on Va- 
lentine's Day with her 
first 


birthday party. It may be her 
last. She is dying of leukemia. 


Joy is the daughter of Mr. 


and Mrs. Walter Murphy of Te- 
xarkana. 


Mrs. 
Murphy said doctors 


had given her daughter at least 
six months to live. 


Joy now is an outpatient at 


St. Jude Children's Research 
Hospital in Memphis. She and 
her mother are slaying with 
Lorene Walls of West Memphis, 
Mrs. Murphy's sister. 


Mrs. Murphy said her hus- 


band, a service station attend- 
ant, 
hasn't accepted the fact 


thai their daughter is dying. 
"He just doesn't want to be- 
lieve it, is all I know," Mrs. 
Murphy said. "I believe I have 
accepted it. The doctors are 
right so many times. But I wish 
they were wrong this time." 


Joy hasn't been told she has 


leukemia. "I don't believe she 
knows what leukemia is," her 
mother said. "We try to keep it 
from her. 


"Once she said she wanted to 


be a nurse when she grew up. I 
just go on with her like she can 
be. I don't know if she really 
wants to be one, or if' it's just 


because she's around nurses so 
much." 


The youngster will need radi- 


ation treatments daily for about 
Ihree more weeks, her mother 
said. Last week alone, Joy had 
two blood transfusions. 


I^ast Christmas, Joy was, as 


her 
mother 
describes her, 


"lively, just like any other 
child." 


She liked to jump rope, play 


hide-and-seek, ride bicycles. 
Now, 
her activity is largely 


limited to riding a tricycle, put- 
ting together a puzzle given to 
her by the hospital staff and 
watching television. 


The 
brown-haired, brown- 


eyed girl has lost 10 pounds 
since January and probably 
will lose more. She is about :i 
feet 5 and weighs 35 pounds. 
Mrs. 
Murphy described 
her 


daughter 
as 
frail, 
adding: 


"She's getting where she won't 
hardly eat anything." 


Joy had not been noticeably 


ill until only a few days before 
she went to the doctor on Jan. 
1. 


"She has a cold" and was 


running a 104-degree body tem- 
perature, Mrs. Murphy re- 
called. "The doctor came in 
and told me I had a very sick 
little girl. She had leukemia. I 
thought it might be pneumonia. 


I never thought about leu- 
kemia." 


For Joy Ann, her sixth birth- 


day will be very special. 


"She's never had a birthday 


party," said her aunt, Mrs. 
Walls. "That's the reason 
I 


wanted to give her one. She's 
happy about it. She's telling ev- 
eryone she's going to have a 
birthday." 


Mrs. Murphy isn't sure what 


she will get her daughter for 
the party. 


"I'll probably get her someth- 


ing to play with, but I think she 
needs clothes worse, really," 
Mrs. Murphy said. 


Joy isn't asking for much for 


her birthday. In fact, she would 
be thrilled to get some "long- 
legged pants." 


"That's all she talks about," 


Mrs. 
Murphy laughed. "She 


doesn't care what kind they ari- 
as long as they're long-legged." 


But there's another gift Joy 


also would like: to go home to 
see her father. "She gets upset. 
She's nervous," Mrs. Murphy 
said. "She wants to go home." 


This is not the first time the 


Murphys have been faced with 
tragedy 
during 
their 
eight 


years of marriage. 


Two years ago, Mrs. Mur- 


phy's 27-year-old brother died 
of Leukemia. Joy's doctor plans 


to look at the medical records 
of Joy's uncle. "It makes me 
wonder if it's inherited," Mrs. 
Murphy, H4. said. "But the doc- 
tors said it wasn't." 


About two years ago, Mur- 


phy, 58. suffered a stroke. Bills 
began stacking up. and the 
Murphys lost their car. 


New. their 7-year-old daugh- 


ter is suffering from anemia. 
They also have two sons. 


St. Jude does not charge its 


patients. The family's medical 
costs will begin mounting when 
Joy returns home and starts 
taking blood transfusions at a 
Texarkana hospital. 


Mrs. Ron Copeland, the Te- 


xarkana. Ark., city manager's 
wife, is spearheading a drive to 
raise funds for the family. She 
said $400 had been raised, but 
that more is needed. 


"I don't know what they've 


incurred already, but I imagine 
it's going to run into the thou- 
sands." she said. "The family- 
is extremely poor. The father 
suffered a cerebral hemmorr- 
liage ... and wasn't supposed 
to be working much, but he 
puts in 11 hours a day to sup- 
port his family." 


Mrs. 
Copeland became con- 


cerned about the Murphys' 
problems because her daugh- 
ter, Shannon, was one of Joy's 
kindergarten classmates.
